AN AMBITIOUS SCHEME. 


Traffic Problems on the Whangpoo. 


That a complete ferry system, both for passengers and vehicles,’ | 
may shortly be expected to be in' operation across the Whangpoo in 
Shanghai, from the International Settlement to Pootung, and other 
points; was the information accorded a Sunday Herald representative 
in an exclusive interview with Mr. W. Tan,.BSc., an offictal in the 
Greater Shanghai Administration, yesterday. .. : 

Mr. Tan, who for eight years has made a specialised study of 


traffic problema both in Berlin and in ‘Great Britain, Is now in Hong |} 


Kong with. a personal introduction to the local Government from 
the British authorities in Shanghal.. His mission [s to examine the 
Colony’s ferry systems in detail, with a view to incorporating any 
of their more attractive features in the projected Shanghai system, 


HUMBLE BEGINNINGS. 


Explaining’ — the Shanghai 
scheme to our representative, Mr. 
Tan, who is Chief.of the Com- 
munications Division, Bureau of 
Public Utilities, City Government 
of Greater Shanghai, said that 
three years ago the only veasels 
that approximated to a-ferry sys* 
Whangpoo were two 
or three old steam launches that 
traversed the river calling at the 
different jetties en route.

Is The Fighting Spirit Dead?"

O-MORROW ought to be the Unofficial Legislative Councillor’s 
“red letter day"—the day out of 365 duys when he should 
expect to come into his own and “larn them Government folk how 
the Colony should be run.” Alas and alack! we seem far removed 
from the “hectic days of the “parish pump” when, in spite of an 
official majority, the uuthoritics had to sit in all their regul state 
and grandeur+ and listen, whether they liked it or mot, to the 
oratorical criticisms of Unoflicinl members. ; : 
Truc is it that aumour got noised about the cther day that if 
the Government insisted on pushing through the increased assess. 
ment tax the Unofliciul members yould resign in a body. Which, 
of course, is quite improbable! (The fighting spirit nowadays simply 
does not exist, and beyond a few mild protests it is not likely that 
any of the Undllivials would force a division in the Council on this 
important mattar—important not alone to owners of property, but 
to the myriads of people who pay rent, oe 

There ix not the slightest desire, of course, to see enacted 
within the staid Council Chamber scenes such as ave often been wit- 
nessed in the Mother of Parliaments, nor yet*seenes-such as occurred 
during the week in the German Parliament. There is no wish to 
witness any of our Unofficials forgeyting that the Council Chambei 
is not a bear garden or an arena for bull baiting. 

*. But when a decent opportunity does arise for a show of martial 

apirit—within bounds, of course—why not exhibit it on the one 
great day in the year when the’ Unofficials are‘ solely in ‘the limo- 
light?) They have had .presented to them a miserable-ldOking 
object of a Budget—a Budget with a deficit of over two million 
dollars in spite of increased imposts in several directions. That, 
again, is not the sole blame of those who framed it. 
been told year after year that the Unoflicials have had ample oppor- 
tunity to study the Estimates in the course of being drafted and 
that it is always open to them to make criticisms and suggestions 
long before they are’ formally submitted to the Legislative Council? 
This system has its drawbacks, for it ia likely to unduly influence 
Unofiicials, into studied acquiescence or mildly expressed objections 
when the great day for their say dawns. And, of course—as we 
stated In this column some months ago—the Unofficials are merely 
their “own obedient seryants”—rospondtble to no ratepayer for 
what they say or do not any in the Council chumber, They repre- 
sent merely themselves, however much some of the pills of nomina- 
tion to Unoflicial membership may be gilded. - 

It would certainly be refreshing, however, were it possible for 
at least one of the Unoliicials to produce out of his conjurer’s hat 
to-morrow a Budget compared with whivh the official creation would 
be as cheese is to chalk. Criticism is so casy, capecially when some 
of it may be suspect of being forced, but cannot one Unofiicial essay 
to solve the thorny problems of the Budget and indicate how it ean 
Le balanced? : . 

Have both Officials and Unofllcials studied as they ought to bo 
studied every single'detail of revenue and expenditure with a view 
to improving on the almost cut-and-dricd document misnamed a 
Budget?

NORTHERN WAR. 


Kuominchun Flee Into 
Tungkuan Pass. 


ASSAULT ON TAIYUAN. 


After administering smishing 
defeats over the Kuominehun 
along ‘the western sector of Ho- 
nan, the Nationalists under Yang 
Fu-cheng have made considerable 
headway and are now reported to 
have arrived at Chengchih, and 
the western environs of Shen- 
chow, having captured 2,000 
rifles, eight field pieces, and 
machine guns from the rebels 
under Sung Chih-yuan. General 
Yang reports to Nanking that 
the Kuominchun have entrenched 
in Tungkuan Pass. 

The railway’ traffic on the 
western section of the Lung-Hai 
line has been resumed since Octo- 
ber 14 and is open as far as 
Loyang. Mr. Sze Kuo-ying, _ be- 
ing appointed magistrate in the 
Loyang district, has been in- 
structed to proceed immediately 
to accomplish “the: rehabilitation 
in Loyang. 

Capture of Taiyuan. 

It is widely circulated that the 
Kuominchun under Lun Chung- 
lin who retreated to Tsakchow on 
the Shansi-Honan borders are 
now able to join forces with those 
under Liu Yu-fen and Sung Chih- 
yuu in Shenhsi. Lu's object is 
aiming at the capture of Taiyuan, 
in which there is an arsenal, as 
the Kuominchun base, Learning 
of this ‘news, Yen- Hsi-shan has 
lost no time in wiring to Feng Yu- 
hsiany asking the latter: to ‘ex- 
press the real attitude of the 
Kuominchun regarding such troop 
movements, According to the re- 
ply of Feng, he is now not ex- 
pected to' be held. further respon-| 
sible for the movements of tho 
Kuominchun, since he has handed 
the command over to Lu Chung- 
lin. In order to safgeunrd Tai- 
yuan and to prevent any. possible 
assault by the Kuominchun, Yen 
Hsi-shan has hastily reealled 
large contingents of the Shansi- 
ites, stationed on the Chingting- 
Taiyuan line to the capital. | 

Hopeless Situation. 
- In view of the hopeless situa- 
tion on the part of the allied 
forces against the Central.Gov- 
ernment, members of the so-call- 
ed enlarged plenary session, in- 
cluding Chen Kung-po, Wang Fah- 
chin, Chou Lu, and Hsieh Chih 
are leaving Shihchiachwang for 
Tientsin and thence for foreign 
countries..

With ao view to helping the gen- 
eral public with information re- 
xarding typhoons, the - Standard 
Of! Company have erected a 
typhoon signal post at their petrol 
filling station at the junction of 
Nathan Road and Waterloo Rond 
It is o-blnck Jron post and has a 
glass case attached to the upper 
part. This enterprising step was 
explained ton Sunday Herald ro- 
presentative who called on an 
oMcial of the Socony’s Hong Kong 
office. He told‘our representative 
that the Standard Oj] Company 
first put up some posts in Manila, 
in. the Spanish Procuration, and 
these proved to bo moat nuccens- 
ful during the Inst typhoon yea- 
son. It was found to be of great 
convenience to motorists espocial- 
ly. .The change of signal was 
communicated to the various ota- 
tions’ by telephone from tho 
Manila Observatory: 


This novelty was suggested to 
the Royal Observatory, — Hong 
Kong, by. the Socony, and the 
former wore greatly jn favour of 
the suggestion.

-He 
sald that, if, for instance, tho Ob- 
servatory displays the No. 4 
signal; then the number 4

AUTOMOBILE SERVICE HINTS. 


HELPFUL SUGGESTIONS FOR MOTORIST. 


[By H. A. Alfoth, Service Manager of General Motors Export Co.) ~ 


Many cars and truck owners 
under the’ impression that 
chromium-plated parts do not re- 
quire attention, Because chromium- 
plated parts do not require re- 
peated polishing like ‘nickel, there 
ls a tendency {o ignore them 


entirely with the result that they are ' 


trequently not kept .clean. 

Jt is particularly .jmportant to 
clean regularly the plated parts on 
the chassis which are exposeil to the 
roud elements. Frequent cleaning 
iy necessary to praven€ chemical 
action on the plating. Pulishing 
with a good metal polish will usually 
remove the discolouration and re- 
store the lustre. .Wiping with a 
cloth dampened in kerosene will help 
to protect the plating from further 
deterloration. Dlscolouration of

Rond shocks dis- 
tributed throughout the car produce 
looxeness, dirt detracts from the 
appearance and js 4 corrosive cle- 
ment that leads to diminished efi- 
ciency and appeurance, and lack of 
lubrication causes wear.” A clean 
cur, an inspection-at definite mileage 
intervals with adjustments made 
when needed and thorough lubrica- 
tion ig a guarantee of economical 
and satisfactory performance, 

It is important that the gap be- 
tween the two electrodes or points 
of a spark plug be inspected at least 
twice a year. Electric current muat 
jump across this small gip to creato 
a spark, which, in turn, Ignites tho 
mixture of gasoline and air in the 
combustion. chamber of ‘the cylinder.

ALL-THE-YEAR. 


93.7 Per Cent. of Cars 
Have No Rest. 


Tho percentage of private motor. 
cars which are used all the year 
round has now reached'the figure 
of 93.7, according to atatiatlcs 
issued by the Society of . Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders. 

These vehicles have an estimated 
average mileage of 6/500 per year, 
and an average consumption of ‘a 
gallon of fuel “for every twenty 
miles. ;

Silver Basis Condemned. 


“China, what with internal 
wars and a pressing exchange pro- 
blem," he said, “seems to be to 
be worse off ut the moment than 
any other nation. Look att e 
facts. She is the only nation 
that has retained the silver basis. 
With the constant variation in 
the price of the metal, it is only 
natural that exchange in the 
country is constantly fluctuating. 
And that means that you can’t 
do business. : 


“Then you favour stabilised ex- 
change?” suggested the spokes- 
man. ; 


Captain Dollar was quite em- 
phatic on the point. “I do,” he 
said, “your British sterling ond 
our American dollar doesn’t jump 
up and down all over the place, and 
as a consequence we know where 
we are, But as regards the silver | 
dollar in China, how can you fix 
business at the presont?” He 
paused for a moment, and then 
added smilingly, “And of course 
that’s what I’m here for. That’s 
what wo're all here for as I 
understand it,” 


“Harbour Looks Quiet.” 


“What do think about condi- 
tions of trade here in Hong 
Kong?” Captain Dollar was next 
asked, 

“T haven't had much time to 
look round ag yet,’ was the re- 
ply,” but.it seems to me that you 
are having a pretty bad time. Of 
course, We think in America that 
we have been protty hard hit by 
recent slumps, In fact wo think 
we have been harder hit than 
anyone. But I must say that in 
Hong Kong here your harbour 
looks very quiet to mg.” ' 

‘ Our diatinguished visitor was 
not to be drawn into any opinfon 
as to when things might be ex- 
nected to Improve. “I am no pro- 
phot,” he sald, “and with cond!- 
tions Hke thoy are just now ft 
isn't posalble to mako a predic- 
tion. I was up in Nanking a fow 
days ago, and they seem pretty 
certain up there that the wars 
are all over.

Developments in Shanghai, 


. “How“did Shanghai appear to 
you?” the interviewer asked. |. 
_Captain Dollar appeared to 
grow more . enthusiastic right 
away. “Shanghai has grown out 
of sight since I was last there 
2% years ago,” he replied. “I 
was astonished’ when I went 
round and saw the developments 
now in progress. I. hardly 
thought they would go ahead. so 
fast. “In fact, 1 am not sure they 
aren't going ahead .a_ little too 
fost. But there certainly. seems 
to be a big boom there, and the 
progress ia very noticeable. I! 
think there is a very big fyture 
for Shanghai.” 


More Ships for Pacific. 


As regards the building pro- 
gramme of his own enterprise, 
Gaptain Dollar said they were 
constructing four more ships for 
the Pacific trade, the first of 
which would be launched on De- 
cember 1 next, and the second at 
the beginning of February next 
year. The others would follow 
in due course, 


“They are all 660 feet long, and 
81 feet in beam,” he added, “and 
he tonnage should be round 
about 16,000 or 17,000,” 


Captain Dollar added that tho 
line had in contemplation the con- 
struction of 6 new ships for the 
round-the-world run, 


“Nice N.Y.K. Ships.” 


As regards the now N.Y.K. pas- 
senger ships, Captain Dollar was 
a little cryptic. “They are very 
nice ships," he said, “and they 
have been very good to me.” 

Harking back to the troubles 
of China, our visitor seemed 
‘mused when asked a8 to “when 
they would come to an end.”

You all know ‘that we are hav- 
ing hard times throughout the 
world at the present: You gen- 
tlemen,in China have suffered 
the experience, too. In addition, 
you have had two big armies 
fighting each other for no appar- 
ent reason. There -was besides 
that no ‘gold standard, and final. 
ly, the bottom, went out of silver, 
With alf these things put together 
I clnim that you are worse off 
than all other nations.

after aleeping gn it I cabled the boys 
to send a ship over for 6,000 tons 
of copra, The amount of money 
now belng patd out in the Philippine 
Islands for copra exceeda ten million 
dollars. (Applause.)
